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It  is  believed  that  all  in  this  country  of  the  name  of  Ingham, 
except,  perhaps,  a  family  that  lived  in  Soituate,  Mass,  another 
family  that  Bettled  in  Early,  Pennsylvania  and  a  gentleman 
who  resided  some  years  in  New  York,  were  decended  from  Joseph 
Ingham,  who  came  from  England  to  Quinnipiao,  now  New  Haven, 
Conn,  in  1839  \ 
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The  following  sketch  of  the  genealogy  of  the  Ingham 
family  does  not  inolude  them  all.  The  primary  and  chief  design 
of  the  compilers  (  who  is  one  of  them)  was  .to  restore  and  per¬ 
petuate  the  memory  of  his  ancestors  in  thin  country,  by  a 
short  and  simple  narrative  of  facts,  and  to  trace  down  the  ' 
main  trunks  of  their  decendanta  as  far  as  should  be  convenient, 
but  not  to  follow  out  the  branches  of  their  extremities.  He 
ha^  however,  extended  hia  researdhas  much  further  and  all  so 
far  as  known  to  him  and  of  whom  he  has  obtained  satisfactory 
information,  are  comprehended  in  the  narrative.  There  are  ’ 
probably  some  who  have  not  been  discovered,  and  many  are  sit- 
Hated  in  the  Middle  and  Western  States , of  whom  ho  has  no  par¬ 
ticular  knowledge.  In  a  few  instances  he  has  failed,  after 
much  effort  and  delay,  and  from  causes  unknown  to  him,  to 
obtain  information  in  regard  to  families  or  family  connections, 
which  it  seems  might  easily  have  been  furnished  and  which 
would  have  rendered  the  work  more  and  more  complete,  and  he  . 
believes  much  more  satisfactory.

The  notice  of  families  is  more  or  less  extended  accord-  : 
ing  to  the  amount  of  information  which  Was  received  concerning 
the,  A  precise  and  ample  account  of  the  genealogy  of  the 
whole  family,  covering  as  it  would  a  period  of  more  that  two 
hundred  years  and  especially  if  it  were  to  contain  much  of 
the  biographical  characters  would  require  more  time,  patience  ‘ 
ahd  labor  for  its  accomplishments  than  the  author  in  his  ad¬ 
vanced  age  would  be  able  to  bestow  upon  it.  It  is  not  an  easy 
task  to  noaroh  out  the  genealogy  of  a  family  like  this.  The  j 
history  of  those  who  have  been  distinguished  by  great  deeds, 
whether  of  good  or  evil  is  already  written  in  publio  annolo 
and  archive,-,  but  those,  however  meritorious  they  may  be,  who 
are  content  to  pass  their  lives  in  retirment  and  quiet,  leave  . 
few  marks  or  tracks  behind  them  by  which  they  can  be  followed  v 
after  a  lapse  of  many  years.  The  same  order  is  not  observed  .  ,j 
in  the  arrangement  that  is  usual  in  larger  and  more  elaborate'!, 
works  of  the  kind,  oelng  so  small  and  the  line  of  decent  so 
easily  followed  out,  it  has  not  been  deemed  advisable  to  div- 
ide  it  into  chapters,  or  to  prepare  an  index.  Short  as -it  1 
is  it  comprehends  so  many  more  families. and  names  than  was 
at  first  anticipated  that  the  compiler  has  determined  to  pro-  .. 
cure  a  few  copied  to  be  printed  for  gratutioua  distribution 
to  such  of  hia  relatives  and  friends  as  may  desire  to  see  it.  g 
Some  mistakes  have  occured  in  the  execution  of  the  design,  J. 
but  they  are  probably  neither  numerous  nor  important. 
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In  about  3.631  Lord.  Day  and  Seal,  Lord  Brook  and  others 
being  dissatisfied  with  the  olvll  and  religious  state  of  things 
in  England,  in  the  time  of  Charles  1,  contemplated  a  removal  ■

In  about  1635  they  caused  a  fort  to  be  built  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  river,  about  two  miles  from  its  mouth,  and 
35  miles  easterly  of  Quinniplao,  now  New  Haven,  and  houses 
for  the  acoomodation  of  their  people  and  the  "reception  of 
persons  of  quality,"

b'ition  for  himself  and  as  agent  of  the  other  patentees,  with 
his  family  any  many  others  arrived  in  a  ship  at  Quinniplao 
and  proceeded  to  take  possession  of  the  fort  at  Conneticut 
River;  a  small  settlement  was  fromed  near  the  fort  which  ho 
named  Say  Brook  in  honor  of  Lords  Say  a,nd  Seal  and  Lord  Brook, 


Another  small  settlement  was  formed  in  Guilford  about, 
midway  between  Quinnipiao  and  Say  Brook.*  In  the  same  ship 
with  Col.  Fenwick  and  the  Guilford  Qo.  came  the  Rev.  Henry 
Whitfield,  their  first  Pastor  and  teaoher;  Francis  Buahnell 
the  elder,  Francis  Bushnell  the  younger,  his  daughter,  Sarah 
and  Joseph  Ingham  to  Guilford.  The  name  of  Joseph  Ingham 
appears  thrid  on  the  plat at  ion  covenant  of  Guilford  June, 1 , 
1639,  He  and  the  Bunhnelis  were,  no  doubt,  non-conf orweote, 
perhaps  Puritans.  Francis  Bunhnell,  the  elder  who  was  the 
common  father  of  the  Buehnells  in  this  country,  died  in  Guil¬ 
ford  in  1646.  Deaoon  Francis  Bushnell,  the  youger,  his  daugh¬ 
ter,  removed  to  Say  Brook  in  1648,  where  Deacon  Buohnall 
who  w-s  a  miller,  built  the  first  mill  in  that  toen  after-  , 
wards  called,  Jones  Mill.

his  100  acre  lot.  Nothing  has  been  ascertained 
of  his  marriage,  but  his  children  were  born  in  Hebron,  and  he 
died  there.

It  in  purposed,  however,  that  Joseph  Ingham,  who  cam©  to 
this  country  in  1639,  wa s  from  Norfolk  county.  The  Inghams 
arc  an  ancient  family  in  ^n gland,  Their  remote  ancestor  s 
belonged  to  the  Saxon  horde  that  invaded  Britain  previous  to 
the  ninth  century  and  established  themselves  there.  Their

minorty".  Sir  Olivecr,  a  valient  knight  and  favor  ite  of 
Edward  3,  died  in  the  10th  year  of  the  Kings  reign,  and  was 
btiried  in  the  ohurch  in  the  ancient  city  og  Norwich"  "In 
an  arch  on  the  north  side  of  that  church  lien  the  effigy 
of  Sir  Oliver  Ingham,  in  complete  armour,  on  a  mattress  with 
his  gilt  spurs  and  garter  on  his  log  ao  a  knight  of  that 
order,  beholding  the  sun,  moon  and  stars,  all  very  lively  set 
forth;  at  hio  feet  a  lion  oouchant,  his  helment  supported 
by  two  eagles,  and  34  mourners  about  his  monument. 
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The  Church  had  a  Norman  front,  and  a  very  lofty  embattled  to¬ 
wer,  which  was  beautiful.  On  the  west  end  of  the  steeple 
were  the  arras  of  ^Stapleton  and  Ingham  (See  Dougadle's  Bar- 
ronage  of  England,  P.  104.  Bloomflield  and  Perkins  Hist,  of 
Norfolk  59  page  316  -  317. 

The  shield  of  the  Ingham  coat  of  amrs  is  surmount¬ 
ed  by  an  owl,  the  bird  of  wisdom,  with  the  motto.  "I  think 
while  I  sleep." 

Thomas  Ingham,  the  younger,  a  citizen  and  merchant 
of  Norwich  desired  to  be  buried  on  the  side  of  a  particular 
phurch  in  that  city1  "where  my' father  chooseth  my  sepulcher." 

Ingham  and  Hinghara  are  suppoed  to  be  the  same;  the 
diversity  in  spelling  was  probably  occasioned  by  the  peculiar 
mode  of  expression,  so  common  amongst  Englishmen  by  which 
names  are  spoken  has  the  sound  of  Hingham.  The  name  is  some- 
, times  so  spelled  on  the  ancient  records  of  Saybrook.  Ralph 
'de  Hinghara  was  Chief  Justice  of.-  the  Court  of  Kings  Bench  in  the 
time  of  Edward  1st.  from  1273  to  1289  and  Chief  Justice  of  the 
•court  of  Common  Pleas  in  the  time  of  Edward  2d.  from  1301  to 
1308. 


The  family  of  Hingham  or  Ingham  was  considerably 
expanded  in  ngland  in  early  times,  Many,  of  them  7/ere  distin¬ 
guished  in  the  annals  of  that  country  for  talents  and  pub¬ 
lic  services  and  many  of  course  not  so  much  so  .  Few  of  that 
/name,  it  would  seem  are  now  to  be  found  there,  they  appear  to 
have  vanished  out  of  sight. 

There  has  always  been  a  tradition  in  the  Ingham  fam¬ 
ily,  much  better  known  in  former  than  in  later  times,  that 
three  brothers  of  that  name  came  from  an  early  period  from 
England  to  Saybrook  or  that  vicinity;  one  of  which  went  to  the 
eastward,  another  to  the  westward,  and  that  the  third,  who 
was  then  progenitor  and.  who  was  undoubtedly,  Joseph,  settled 
in  Saybrook,  that  he  brought  with  him  a  calne,  which  was  cal-1 
led  a  gold  headed  caine,  and  which  he  placed  in  the  hands  of 
his  son  with  the  injunction  that  if  should  be  transmitted 
down  from  the  oldest  to  the  oldest  son  of  every  succeeding 
family  or  generation,  a  memento  of  their  common  aneestor  in 
the  country.  This  part  of  the  tradition  is  found  to  be  correct 
the  caine  came  down  in  the  regular  course  of  transmission 
from  generation  to  generation,  until  it  reached  the  hands  of 
Oscar  S.  Ingham  of  Charlotte  Mich Inga,  a  grandson  of  Solomon 
Ingnam',  whb"“S.Tad  in  Med fbrd7"L^ss7'  from  whom  it  was  stolen  six 
years  ago.  It  appears  to  have  been  a  consealed  weapon  or 
eword  caine,  made  rather  for  use  than  show.  The  gold  plate 
was  removed  and  the  scabbard  lost  before  it  came  to  Oscar,  so 
nothing  of  it  remained  of  it  but  the  hapdle ,  which  was  of 
dark  colored  wood  and  the  blade  or  spear  was  about  two  and 
one  half  feet  long,  and^  of  fine  flexible  steel.  It  was  prob¬ 
able  v/hen  in  the  possession  of.  Joseph  Ingham,  of  some  value, 
well  finsihed  and  mounted  as  the  tradition  has  it,  for  it  can 
not  be  supposed  that  he  would  send  a  mean  article  as  a  memento 
of  himself  down  to  posterity.  v 
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lb  a  letter  from  Mr.  Ingham  under  the  date  of  Feb.  25th,  1871 
he  says;  It  (  the  oalneT  was  highly  valued  by  my  father  who 
was  always  careful ^to  impress  upon  my  mind  the  importance, 
of  keeping  it  safely  in  the  family  to  be  transmitted  from' 
oldest  sop  to  oldest,  I  much  regret  its  loss.  Those  who  is 
modern  times  had  it  in  keeping,  had  no  correct  knowledge 
of  its  true  history  or  v/hy  it  was  to  be  retained  in  the  fam¬ 
ily,  §ome  two  hundred  and  thiry  years  had  elasped  since  it 
left  the  hands  of  Josfeph  Ingham,  and  however  much  its  loss 
may  be  regretted  It  is  not  reasonable  to  suppose  that  ouch  an 
article' could  be  better  or  longer  preserved  in  passing. thru 
the  frand-g  of  so  many  private  families.

Co.  Penn.  He  died  at  Kings  Wood  N.J.  Nov,  15,  1755. 

"  Jonathan  Ingham,  eon  of  Jonaa,  ^purchased  Hay,  1, 

1747,  396  acres,  situated  at  a  place  now  oalled  New  Hope, 
in  that  county  of  James  Logan,  Secretary  of  William  Penn, 
oharged  with  a  ground  rent  to  be  valued  every  hundred  years. 
This  became  the  homes toad  of  Jonathan  and  his  father  Jonas, 
and  continued  in  the  family  more  than  a  hundred  years.  It 
io  about  10  miles  northwesterly  of  Trenton  and  three  miles 
from  the  Delaware,  and  io  one  of  the  finest  estates  in  Bucks 
county.  There  4is  a  famous  spring  upon  it  oalles,  Ingham 
Spring?  It  was  tne  encamping  ground  of  General  Washington 
■and  his  troops  on  their  retreat  from  Jersey  in  1770,  and  the 
.'buildings  were  ocoupled  ao  hospitals  for  the  sick  and  wounded. 

Jonathan  followed  the  pursuits- of  his  father,  was  a  man  of 
% intellegence  and  subo  anoe,  a  Ju3tive  of  the  Peace  and  a 
*  member  of  the  Colonial  Assembly.  He  had  three  sons,  John, 

Jonas  and  Jonathan,  all  noted  for  their  intellectual  activity" 

"Jonathan  Jr.  is  represented  as  having  been  a 
man  of  distinguished  talents  and  attainments  of  great  energy' 
of  character,  a  fine  classical  nbhoiur  and  a  learned  and 
eminent  physician.  He  was  born  July,  10,  1744  and  died  Oct. 

1,  17943.

•  Samuel  D.  Ingham,  son  of  Jonothan,  precedent,  was 

born  Sept.  16,  1779,  He  was  educated  by  his  father  and  himself 
and  after  the  death  of  his  father,  which  event  changed  the 
course  of  his  life  and  he  bacarce  an  apprentia  to  a  news  paper 
maker,  a  business  in  which  he  was  Afterwards  extensively 
engaged,  lie  continued  to  reside  on  hie  family  estate  between 
forty  and  fifty  years.  Hr.  Ingham  soon  become  active  and 
■  prominent  in  political  affairs,  was  what  was  than  oalled  a 
v  "Republican"  and  was  an  ardent  supporter  of  the  war  of  1C13. 

He  represented  hla  county  iri  the  Legislature  in  1605  and  was 
elected  to  Congress  in  1613  where  ho  continued  until  March 
18b9,  which  the  exception  of  four  years  at  home  on  account 
of  the  sickness  of  his  wife, .  while  In  Congress  he  Was  chair¬ 
man  of  some  of  the  importance  committees,  and  one  of  the  most 
aotive  and  useful  members.  A  distinguished  contemporary  of 
his  in  Congreno,  now  living  says  of  him,  "He  was  one  of  the 
most  prominent  members  in  the  House  and  one  of  the  most  active 
.  and  talented  in  the  Penn  delagation. n 

On  the  accession  of  General  Jackson  to  the  office  of 
President,  he  appointed  Mr.  Ingham,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
whioh  office  he  administered  ably  and  successfully  and  satis 
factorly  until  the  rupture  ocoured  between  the  President  and 
Cabinet  in  regard  to  the  family  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  upon 
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which  Mr.  Ingham  and  most  of  hia  oolleagueo  resigned  and  took 
leave  of  publio  life.  He  was  an  honest  politician  of  the  old 
aohool. 


Ingham  county  Michigan  waa  named  after  him.  He 
married  Mieo  Dodd  of  East  Jersey,  ooon  after  he  became  of  agej 
who  died  in  1819,  and  in  1822  he  married  Mies  Kail  of  Salem 
IT,  J.  There  were  children  of  both  marriages,  one  of  which 
Jonothan  Ingham  Esq.  now  lives  in  Salem;  another  William 
in  Philadelphia,  Mr  Ingham  died  June  5,  1860.
